Tary ane THE Weakest Poin In BRITAIN'S 
WEAK ARMY. 

‘“Dasprrs olf lis bravery, tha Hellish Army 
haa shawn once on the Indian frontice that it {s 
as unfittor warlike expeditions as cver, The 
tralalog and evon the arming of the lofantsy 
ato faulty, Ths organization ia cambersome, 
Miserable mobilisation, cosfation fo the as- 
tembly and preparaifon of the troops and the 
teserver, Inadequate supply of ammunition and 
a badiy organized comelssartat, render It tm- 

oils for a British Army to appear with crush- 
ing force, * * * If Russia were to make ase of 
ber opportunities, England, powerless aa she 
te from 2 miiftary polnt of view, would be foiced 
to leave the gates of India in Russia's banter, 
and to thank her stars if sho does not lose India 
altogethes.” ., : 

The sweeping condemnation of Englind’s 
army haa just appeared In the leading militsry 
papers of Germany, the recognized organ of the 
Berlin War Department, and has been ‘called 
forth by the lamentable fiasco of the recent 
British operation$ against the Insurgent tribes- 
meg on the froctier of Endis, Called upon to 
face, not civils:d troops equipped with all the 
latest applianc:s of military sclence, bat men In- 
diff‘rently armed, ard with no knowledgs of 
tallltary tscitcs or of tho art of strategy, the 
flower of the Anglo Indian army bas {gnomin- 
fonsly failed 1o accomplish {ts task, has re- 
peatedly been comp-iled to retreat before the: 
coemy, and has destreyed Inthe eyesof the 
400 000,000 fobabltents of the Indlan Empire 
tbat prestige of the Britfsh army which fs one of 
the chief foundations of England's supremacy in 
{a Hicdustan. Yt is genesally acknowledged 
that there his been no ‘ack of courage on the 
part of either officers ‘or men, snd {f the rank 
and file have given any Indtcatlon of lack of 
discipline and of {asubordiastion, It ta only by 
tefasing to obey when commanded to retren’, 
Bot the fanlt his been entirely and admiltedly 
with the gross incompetence of the officery, who 
have displayed a degree of {nefficlency that ts 
calling forth the most scathing criticism from 
the Engilsh gress itaeti, : 

NOT ENOUGH’ OF A STUDENT. ; 

It {8 the English officer who, more than any- 


1 thing else, constitutes the weak pelat of Eopland's 


weak army. Physically and socially he is 
superior ta most of bis continental comrades, 
Devoted from bly earliest boyhood to athletic 
tports, and keeping bis body both. before and 
after receiving hig commission" n a constant 
stato of splendid training, -be fs, so far as the 
mere phys que Is concerned, much better 
equipped for the hardships of a campaign thaa 
even his German, collesgue. But {a military 
tclence and tactics ho is lamentably Inferlor to 
nd the time which the: 
3 Of thelr profession the 
English officer spends in pig-aticking, hantlog, 
polo, and tennis, Of couise there are some 
exceptions to tharulo, but I em talking of the 
average English officer, who ts still imbued with 
the old-fashioned idex that British plack and 


 brawe moze than atone when fxce to face with 


the enemy for any Ignorance of the various 
branches of the sclence of war, ‘It is owing to 
this neglect on the part of the British officcis 
that the English army bas’ remained as the 
gteat German Geld marshal, Count von Moltke,’ 
was wont (o declare, mech the same as it was 
at the battle of Waterloo, more than four-scora 
years ago, While the navy has kept abreast of 
tha times, the Foals naval officer belng recog: 
nized all the world over sas pre-eminect in all

, Hey, Sbut ‘even. of {ts. own--most respected 
commandert, fs thoroughly locompstent to afford 
that degree of protection which {s ticeded by tha 
great Brilfsh Empire {o retarn for the famense 
Gums of moncy that are sqoandered upon tt, | 

Socially the English officer bas, as a rule, the 
advantage of bis continental comrades. Even 
{o tlize-aristocratic Austra and ‘Germany one 
often finds tho sons of tradesmen, ‘and even of 
petty shopkeepers, as well ag men following the 
homblest callings in life, ranking as fall- 
fledged officers, elther of the active army 
or of the reserve. forces. Indeed, ft ‘was 
bat the other day that an Austrfan Prince, 
Windischgrals, b: 
abarply on tha care oumeye 
man paloter was varolshing bls floors, was 
astounded to recelve from the man a challengo 
to fight 2 daef for having insulted him, And as

sions. The remainder of the commissions

and Woaslwieh : second thrangh the militia ; 
third, through the unlversity, and foaith, through 
service Inshe ranks, Admtsston to tke Royal 
Milktary College at Sendhurst ls granted 
to the succersfol canfidates tn an open com. 
spetitive examiiaton tn ordinary subjects, and 
toa Hmit camber of so-called "Q teen's Cadets,” 
who are generally the sons of officers, ex.tayel, 
pages af honor, or Inds possersed of coprt infla- 
ence, on pausing a mere qualifying examination 
on the same lines, Atthe end of the course of 
{nstroction, which exterds over elphteen manths, 
the cadets are required to pass a qualifying exa- 

talnation ta purely military subj-cte before be- 
Ing gizzited to acommission in the army, 

With tegard to thove who enter the army 
throgzh the militia, they have first to pass @ 
qualllylng examination In order to get a commis- 
sion ia the Iatler, then to serve tevo annosl tratn- 
ings with thelr regiments, and fioally to aadargo 
acompettiive milltary examination among them- 
selves, those who are succeavfal recelving thelr 
(ransfer as officcrs tothe regolar army, 

So far as the third method of becomfng an 
officer in the army [fs concerned—nemely, 
through the untveralty—{t ls necessary that the 
candidate should be elther a graduate of one of 
the British or Irish untversitleg, of that ha shoald 
have pasied certain intermediate examinations 
of the university to which he belongs, In case 
of the wacanctes belng greater in numbsr than 
the cand! ‘ates, thera are no additional examina- 
tions to pays while If, oc the conlary, the nom- 
ber of the candidates exceeds that of the com- 
missions, the distelbation of the latter Is decided 

‘by means of competitive examination. Ualver- 
slty candidates for commissions {n the army 
are, moredver, reqalred to produce certificates of 
profictency in officer's drill, elther from the mi- 
Utla or volunteer forces, 

Those who obtaln com mlasions from the ranks 

Must be non-commisloned officers who have at- 
talaed the rank of Sergeant, under {weaty-six 
years ‘ol sge, unmarrisd, and must possess a 
first-class certificate of educatloo, under ‘the 
army school regulations, unlers they are recom- 
mended for distinguished service In the field. 
Of course this dees not apply to the riding 
mastcrs, bard muasters, &c., who recelve the 
hone-ary rani of Clentenant on ihelr retirement. 
ADMISSION TO WOOL" ICH, . 

Admission to the Royal Military Academy of 
Woolwlch, through which, as stated above, 
commissions in the artillery aod engineers can 
alone be secured, {s by means of open competl- 
tlon on the part of candidates batween tha ages 
of sixteen and elghteen. This doss not mean 
that every cadet at Woolwich {a destined neces- 
sarly for one or tbe other of these branches of 
the service, But they have thelr cholce of com- 


malssions as officers,.of sappers or guoners when |, 


they are priduated, and, {oasmuch as the pay Io 
thete two corps ts conalderably bigher than fo 
other branches of the army, there are fow men 
who do not take advantage of the opportunity 
thus offered. : 

Famillarly kcown throcghout the service as 
the ‘' Shop,” Woolwich may be described as the 
British counterpart of West Point Academy, It 


was estzb'ished In 1719, thoogh reorganized on j. 


Its present basis tn: 1857, There {x probably no 
educational fostitute ta the world, elther miliary 
orotherwise, where the students have devised 
among themselves to many qualst customs and 
rules of etlgaette, which, though entirely un« 
offictal, are far »moze strictly ‘observed than 
official regulations, Froshmen are koown ag 
" snookers,” and “snookers” ara treated very 
much Uke partahs, Thos “snockers” on 
appearing at the School of Arms on band alghts 
bave to ait up in the gallery In fell uniform until 
permitted to come down, alter the first pleca hag 
been played. S-condsterm cadets are excated 
fram the gallery, but have to appear {o un‘form, 
while the sentors attend {n flannels and enjoy 
themselves at thelr case, One ofthe growest 
{natitatians of Woolwich Iife is the vo-called 
" Snookers! Concert.” Atthls every “snooker’a ® 
rame is down ‘ors song in character, and each 
has to take bis tcuro op the platform, no matter 
weber he has‘ a note of music In bls compost= 
Mon of not, the platform belog « barrack-rcom 
fable. The andiences are previded with a liberal 
sopply of sporges and caus full of water, the 
former belog, hurled whih more er less accuracy 
of alm at the performers, according to the fancy 
of the audience, + . 

Offerses against the socis! elfquette of ihe 
“Shop” are saoalty punished by the offender 
belng “torned up” In ovder to explain (he 
tatier term it must be ststed that tho barrack 
room beds are provided with m binge about three 
feet from tbe hesd, to admit of thelr belng folded 
when notin use. The panishment of“ tarming’ 
up” conrists of taking udvantago of the arranges 
ments for folding up when the offender |s occupy. 
Ing the bed, the ordes! being an exceedingly 
painful one, especially when there are half a 
dea:m burly cadets acting as executlorers.

With’ a view of 
removing this sentiment and of gateting the
